Loypomp November 16.—Mr. Gladstone’s 
tactics in refusing to meet the proposal for 
the extension of the Ashbourne act with a 
simple negative, as his opponents hoped, and 
suggesting an alternative policy, dealing 
with the arrears question, appear to have had 
an inspiriting effect upon his followers. The 
secret bad been well kept and when Mr. 
Gladstone arose and ina business-like man- 
ner made the announcement, there was a wild 
burst of cheering from the opposition, while 
on the opposite benches the members looked 
on ia gloomy sileace. Mr. Glad 
stone has always maintained that 
his defeat in 1886 was owing chiefly to the 
unpopularity of the iand purchase scheme, 
and the success of the Unionists due to mak- 
ing voters believe that he had not definitely 
withdra en the proposal to grant public money 
to landlords. Mr. W. H. Smith’s dictatorial 
manner in denouncing the haste with which 
he proposed to push the measure forward ia 
thought likely to lead to lively scenes when 
the discussion begins. The withdrawal of the 
bill for creating a Minister of Agriculture 
leaves the duties pertaining to that office still 
inthe hands of the Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster. The fact that the meas- 
ure was not even introduced is generally 
regarded as testimony to the influence 
still retained by Lord Randolph Churchill, al- 
though he has normally only one follower, 
Louis J. Jennings. The bill is not unpopular 
with either side ot the House, but Churchill 
determined: to oppose it the moment he 
heard that the Government proposed to ap- 
point to the new office Henry Chaplin, whom 
he detests.

In 
addition to the real estate transaction, 
which on its face shows that the sole 
object was to qualify the purehasers 
for the legislative offices to which 
they had been elected, the records in the of- 
fice of the Recorder of Deeds make it plain 
that a forgery has been committed, and the 
case consequently becomes one of great im- 
portance and of great danger to the men upon 
whom the matter reflects. 

It is admitted by all 
that Messrs. Geo. A. Hoose, Adolph 
Madera and John MoGarr, the 
three candidates referred to,called at the office 
of James F. Chapman & Co. on Ohestnut 
street, between Seventh and Eighth streets, 
and together with Mr. Fred Swaine, another 
Union Labor Legislative candidate, perfected 
arrangements with a Mr. James Tisdale for 
the purchase of a piece of property in Jasper 
place, situated in the neighborhood of the 
Poor- house and Potter’s field. Mr. Tisdale says 
this occurred on November 5, the day before 
the election. Swaine was the spokesman of 
the party and with him Tisdale agreed to deed 
the property to the candidates on condition 
that they were to pay the taxes, amounting 
to $7 and a few odd cents and that in the event 
oftheir election they were to pay him in full

R. Cameron on Novem- 
ber 5. he acknowledgment to the deeds of 
McGarrand Hoose were taken November 14 
and Madera’s on November 18. These facts 
are not disputed and can be easily proven. 
THE DEEDS ON RECORD 
at the Court-house as having been made 
by Tisdale to McGarr, Hoose and Madera bear 
unmistakable evidence of haying been tam- 
pered with by Gosigning persons, while all of 
the parties agreed that the acknowledg- 
ments to the McGarr and Hoose deeds 
were sworn to before Notary Cameron 
on November l4and that of Madera on No- 
vember 13, yet the acknowledgments on the 
deeds themselves bear date of November 4’’ 
and November 8, respectively. In each 
case the figure 1 has been erased, making a 
difference of ten days in the date. Notary 
Cameron makes affidavit that he wrote No- 
vember 14“, in the acknowledgments tothe 
MoGarr and Hoose deeds, and November 183“ 
to the Madera deed, but the deeds themselves 
read ‘‘November 4 and ‘‘November 
3. The erasure is, perfectly evident 
in all three deeds and amounts to 
forgery pure and simple. It is a penitentiary 
offense and the perpetrators are in a bad way. 
THE ONLY OBJECT 
of the 2 could be to show that McGarr, 
Hoose and Madera were not only taxpayers 
as required of members of the Legis- 
lature by the constitution of the 
State, but that they were also bona fide prop- 
erty-owners before the election. As they 
made arrangements to purchase the land on 
November 5, they may have considered that 
they owned it on the following day, on wrieh 
the election was held; but there may have been 
some doubt in their minds about the validity 
of the purchase until the deeds were on rec- 
ord. As tbey were not recorded until seven 
or eight days after the election it is easy to see 
bow to make good their claim of owning prop- 
erty when elected it was necessary to have 
the acknowledgements ante-dated. In this

NOTICES OF CONTEST. 


The Seats of Hoose ard McGarr and Other

In connection with the above disclosures 
two notices of contests were sent to Reoorder 
Williams requesting bim to refuse the certifi- 
cates of election to several of the 
members of the State Legislature. 
One Jetter from M. F. Healy 


was a demand for the withholding of the cer- 
tificates of Fred Swaine, Adolph Madera, F. X. 
Rotterman and J. B. Dempsey, Mr. Healy say- 
ing that the above-named persons had not 
in amy manner complied with the law of quali- 
fication relating to the owning and holding of 
property. Mr. Healy went on to state that he 
was the man entitled toa seat as he had re- 
ceived the third largest vote. The other notice 
of contest was from Elijah M. Bosley, to the 
effect that Owen Miler, elected from the 
Th -first State Senatorial District has not 
complied with the law. 

Besides these two, the notices thatthe con- 
McGarr and 
Madera, had been filed by Drabeile and Kin- 
ealy were received by the Recorder. Mr. 
Wiiliame’ action in ali three cases will be the 
same, as his course in the matter is very plain. 

He said in regard to these cases: ‘‘I cannot 
refuse the certificates of election, as it is not 
within my jurisdiction to decide these mat- 
ters. My duty lies in certifying to the elec- 
tion returns and in accordance with 
these returns making out the corresponding 
certificates of election. I can state in submit- 
ting these certificates that no evidence has 
been given by these men to show that they 
have complied with the law, and I will do so 
in all cases. There are several whose 
elections are not contested who have 
made no effort to show that they 
have complied withthe law. That is the ex- 
tent of my duty or authority in the matter. 
The fact that I have been served with notices 
that the contests have been made makes no 
material difference. The certificates will be 
filed in the regular manner with the appended 
statement showing whether the candidates 
have submitted the satisfactory evidence to 
show that they have qualified.’’ The law 
taken from the Constitution of the State is: 

No person shall be a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives he shall not bave attained the age of 
24 vears, who shall not bea male citizen of the 
United States. who shall not have been a qualified 
voter of this State for two years, and an in- 
habitant of the county or district, which 
he may de chosen to represent, one 
year next before the date of his election, if such 
county or district shall have been 80 long established. 
but if not then of the county or district from which 
the same shall have been taken, and who shall not 
have paid 4 State and county tax within ove year 
next preceding the election.

New Yorn, Novemper 16.—Count Otto Vos 
der Golst, the favorite son of Gen. Count Von 
der Golst, the great German cavalry leader, 
lies in Ludiow Street Jalil on a charge of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses.

THE DURHAM “SMASH-UP.” 


New York Firms Not Affected by the Big 
Tobacco Failure. 


New York, November 16.—The ‘‘smash up” 
among the tobacco men of Durham. N. O., Is 
likely to have very little effectonthe trade 
here. The bulk of the busmess in tobacco 
done in New York is in the leaf staple for 
cigar manufacturing purposes, while that of 
Durham is chiefly in what is termed ‘‘hogs- 
head’’ tobacco for pipe smoking and 
ohe wing. Mr. Blackwell is, perhaps, 
the largest manufacturer of smoking 
tobacco in the world, and has 


basiness connections ev here. It he has 
‘‘gone under,’’ say the New York tobacco 
men, there will be a heavy loss, but it will be 
so distributed that comparatively little of it 
will fall upon any one community. About the 
only persons bere dealing apywise largely 
with the Durham trade are the cigarette and 
smoking tobacco manufacturers and probably 
they are well protected by reason of having 
large lines of stock on band. The cause of the 
Durbam falinres is thought to be due to a 
falling off in the fore! demand for the 
cheaper grades of ‘‘hogshead’’ tobacco. The 
Euro trusts and monopolies who con- 
trol the trade have lately taken to buying a 
better class of goods than  hereto- 
fore, and the conséquence is a de- 
demand for the che r varieties. 
And the falling off’’ is not confined to them, 
either. During the frst nine months of this 
year there has been a decrease of $1,000,000 
ounds in the tobacco export from the United 
tates as compared with the figures for the 
corresponding period last year. This has se- 
riously affected the Southern tobacco produc- 
ing region and Durham, perhaps, more than 
any other locality.
